Claims 1-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Sakata et al . 

Note Fig. 2, where the input signal VIN corresponds to 
applicant's input SE_L; the inverter FETs Q9 and Q8 
correspond to applicant's inverter FETs 202 and 206, 
respectively; the impedance FETs Q10 and Qll correspond to 
applicant's impedance FETs 208 and 204, respectively; and 
the sense amplifier coupled to voltage bias generator VTBG 
corresponds to applicant's sense amplifier 106. Because 
all of the elements of the enable driver and sense 
amplifier of the instant invention (Fig. 2 of the drawings) 
are disclosed in Fig. 2 of Sakata et al, claims 1-38 are 
deemed to be fully anticipated (both structural and 
functional limitations) .
